THE ORGAN 
Let me tell you today just a little 


about the antiquity of the organ, to- 
gether with a few facts which are of 
interest to every person serious-minded 
enough to read this column. 

The organ is an outgrowth of the 
synrinx, or Pan’s-pipes, the most prim- 


ative type of musical instrument 
possessing definite pitch. About 100 
A. D. an instrument was constructed 


in acient Carthage (the ruins of this 
were discovered in the buried city) in 
which a reservoir was used to contain 
air with which to blow the organ, the 
pipes consisted of wooden reeds, per~- 
haps hollow bamboo. The organ was 
blown by a hydraulic motor. 

It is of interest to note the 
instrument which is now essentially a 
part of the service of most branches 
of the Christian church was probably 
heard while the Christian martyrs 
were being consumed in flames in the 
circus of old Rome, yet such is the 
ease. The organ was first used gener- 
ally at the circuses of olden days, and 
for that reason was at first frowned 
uponin the church. But after having 
been adopted by the church it made 
strides in development. When a 
olden times wished to grow 
of grace he gathered to- 
gether all available material and 
started to build an organ. Some of 
these required a whole crew of men to 
blow them, and had keys three inches 
wide which had to be struck by a fist 
to play. Organ players were chosen for 
their physique rather than for their 
artistic perception. 

The electric organ has come in 
during the past thirty years. It seemed 
to some of us a little strange that 
after some 1900 years the organ should 
again return to the houses of amuse- 
ment, the place of its birth, and now 
stranger still that with the advent of 
the talking and singing pictures it 
should again withdraw to the place 
most suited for it, the church. After all 
these changes over a period of two 
thousand years who can say what the 
future of the god of instruments shall 
be?

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E all know the feel of the 
pi Thanksgiving season. Our 

blood is tingling with the first 
fall frosts, and our appetite is re- 
sponding to its accelerated pace ina 
way that reminds us of the Thanks- 
giving of our childhood. And the 
child part in all of us that always 
survives the years is secretly won- 
dering just what there will be for 
Thanksgiving dinner, That re- 
mains a dark mystery in most well- 
regulated households, except for 
certain rumors that wll leak out, 
but we're going to lift the curtain 
to reveal what we think will make 
a most toothsome Thanksgiving 
dinner. 

Of course there must be turkey 
in it. That has been traditional 
ever since the Pilgrim fathers car- 
ried their arquebusses to church on 
Thanksgiving morning, and glanced 
uneasily over their shoulders for 
a whizzing arrow shot by some 
lurking Indian. And there must 
also be cranberry sauce, and pump- 
kin and cider. 

But our mouth is beginning to 
water. We can’t wait any longer. 
So here’s the menu, with recipes 
calculated for eight people. You 
can multiply or divide these in- 
gredients to suit your needs. 


Spiced Cocktail

Spiced Cocktail: Drain one 8- 
ounce can of breakfast prunes, and 
arrange the tiny prunes in centers 
of cocktail glasses. To the prune 
syrup add two tablespoons of 
sugar, two tablespoons of lemon 
juice, one-half cup of water and 
an inch stick of cinnamon, and boil 
five minutes. Cool, and remove 
cinnamon. Cut out the sections of 
four California oranges, being care- 
ful to leave no trace of white fibre, 
and arrange flower-fashion around 
the prunes. Pour over the syrup, 
garnish with little yellow grapes, 
and chill. 

Consommé with Egg Slices: 
Cook Italian paste in letter form 
in two cans of consommé and two 
cups of water until tender. Sea- 
son rather highly with salt, pepper 
and Worcestershire satice. Pour in 
the soup, and garnish each cup 
with a thin slice of hard-cooked egg. 

Excellent cranberry sauce can be 
bought in cans, and its purchase 
in that form saves a lot of labor in 
the kitchen. 


Novel Desserts 
Gingerbread and Banana Short- 
cake: Cream one-fourth cup of 
butter and one-fourth cup of sugar, 
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Pe 
add one well-beaten egg, and beat 
well. Add one-half teaspoon soda 
to one-half cup of molasses, and 
then add this to the first mixture. 
Sift one and one-half cups of pas- 
try flour, two teaspoons of baking 
powder and one-half teaspoon of 
salt. Mix to a paste one teaspoon 
of ginger, two teaspoons of cinna- 
mon, one-half teaspoon of allspice, 
one-fourth cup of boiling water and 
one-fourth cup of evaporated milk, 
and let stand five minutes. Then 
add to the original mixture alter- 
nately with the dry ingredients. 
Bake in a sheet ina moderate (350° ) 
oven for thirty to thirty-five min- 
utes. Cool slightly, then cut into 
new moons, using a cooky cutter of 
that shape, quite a large one. Split 
and arrange two sliced bananas be- 
tween layers, and garnish the whole 
liberally with sweetened whipped 
cream. 

Pumpkin and Raisin Tarts: Mix 
together one cup of canned pump- 
kin, one-half cup of brown sugar, 
one-half teaspoon of salt, one-half 
teaspoon of ginger, and one tea- 
spoon of cinnamon. Add _ the 
beaten yolks of two eggs and one 
cup of evaporated milk. Add one- 
half cup of seeded raisins and fold 
in two stiffly beaten egg whites. 
Pour into small pastry-lined tart 
shells and bake, having oven hot 
at first, then “moderate. This 
recipe makes eighteen to twenty 
small tarts.* \

GFi7 HE new fifteen story addition to 
the Sanitarium at Battle Creek, 
Mich., is a superlatively modern 

hotel which is really not a hotel at 

all, but.a sanitarium, a place to rest.

The Sani- 
tarium has its own truck farm, 
dairy farm, and chicken farm. 
Canned _ and fresh vegetables are 
served in most appetizing fashion; 
canned and fresh fruits are présent- 
ed in all sorts of salads. There is 
a delicious combination of lettuce, cot- 
tage cheese and canried pears, which 
because of the cottage cheese offers 
a large percentage of protein. There 
is alsova. cataned pineapple salad 
served with lettuce ard a special 
creamy type ‘of mayonnaise which 
makes a guest want to come back 
for more. And these salads are 
properly served. The pear and pine- 
apple. are ice cold; and the lettuce is 
crisp. 

On the menu are- always tender 


delicious stringless beans, an excel- 
lent grade of canned, yellow bantam 
corn, and the very best pack of 
canned tomatoes, which by their 
beautiful red color show that they 
were the very ripest of fruit when 
they were picked for canning. There 
is also in season every fresh vege- 
table. High protein foods are rep- 
resented by delicious nut and cereal 
foods, which according to the dietary 
system of Battle Creek are much 
better for human consumption than 
meats. The air in the dining room 
is changed every fifteen minutes dur- 
ing the meal by being forced 
through a water tank which is 
heated in winter and cooled in sum- 
mer.

The vegetables 
include beans, peas, tomatoes and 
spinach. The very finest of fresh 
vegetables are served from the Sani- 
tarmum’s own truck gardens, and 
the very finest brands of canned 
foods are purchased in the open 
market. ; 

At each place is a special menu, 
marked for the particular require- 
ments of the patient, so that during 
his stay the patient knows that 
he is eating scientifically, and that 
he is getting the proper amount of 
proteins, carbohydrates, al! the es- 
sentials, in fact, of a balanced diet 
For the interested guest also the 
protein, fat and carbohydrate con- 
tent of each food is designated on 
the. menu, so that even thou sh he 
orders what he likes, he may keep 
track of the amount of different food 
constituents which he consumes. It 
1S an instructive experience to be a

A powerful Menlo football team, 
last Saturday defeated the strong 
San Rafael eleven to the tune of 
13—7.

The ball was put into play on 
Menlo’s 45 yard line. Steady bucks 
at the line netted many yards, and 
early in the first quarter, Hopper, 
Menlo back went over for a touch- 
down, only to be called back for a 
penalty. Later in the second 
quarter after a steady advance upd 
the field on pure power Menlo 
went over for a touchdown, Johnny 
Von Saltza carrying the ball over 
center for two yards. The try for 
point failed.
